Money Not the Chief Test 


Large and generous giving of money to. the Lord 
is not the chief test of the spiritual life. It is a test; 
unless we give freely and gladly as God hath 
pered us we are not in his revealed will. 
than the giving of money is needed. The pastor of 
a large city church recently brought this out in an 
unexpected announcement to -his congregation. He 
announced, early this year, that their missionary of- 
fering on Thanksgiving Day, and for the entire year, 


had been larger than before; but he was not satisfied. 
He feared that the missionary spirit had fallen off, 
for net as. many missionaries had gone out from the 
church as before. This pastor was concerned that his 
should give, not only money, but also life. 

A -first century pastor of many churches once wrote 
a letter of joyous thanksgiving concerning “the 
churches of Macedonia; how that in a great trial 
of affliction the abundance of their joy and their 
deep poverty abounded unto the riches of.their lib- 
erality. For to their power, I bear record, yea, and 
beyond their power they were willing of themselves ; 
praying us with much intreaty that we would receive 
the gift, and take upon us the fellowship of the min- 
istering to the.saints. And this they did, not as wé 
ped, but first gave their own selves to the Lord, 
and unto us by the will of God” (2 Cor. 8: 1-5). Then 
Paul expressed the hope that the Corinthian Church, 
to whom he was writing, would show “the same grace 
also.” God has met this test for himself. He gives 
us what money we need; but first of all he gave us 
himself in Christ. He asks us for our money; but 
he does not want this until we first give him ourselves.

Child Suicide 

Child suicides seem to be corer now as never 
before. Continually the newspapers tell us of the sui- 
cide of children, throughout North America and in 
Europe as well. What does it mean? It means, of 
course, that any child who commits. suicide sees noth- 
ing to live for, or steps out into the darkness of the 

nown - because of some pathetic hope that this 
terrible act will bring some improvement on the other 
side. Meanwhile it is a conspicuous and startling fact 
of the demoralization of today that many children are 
living in open rebellion against authority, especially 
the authority of their parents. This was prophesied 
in the New Testament Scriptures as a sign of the 
end of the age: “In the last days perilous times shall 
come. For men shall be lovers of their own selves, 
. . . disobedient to parents, unthankful, unholy, with- 
out natural affection” (2 Tim. 3:1-3). Is there any 
connection between the shortening of young lives by 
suicide, and what Paul writes by inspiration to chil- 
dren in his Epistle to the Ephesians: “Children, obey 


your parents in the Lord: for this is right. Honour 
thy father and mother; which is the first command- 
ment with promise; that it may be well with thee, and 
thou mayest live long on the“earth.” Long life is here 
associated, in God’s Word, with filial honor and obe- 
dience. Sin always tends to shorten life, bringing its 
wages, death, even prematurely without suicide; but 
it also furnishes a terrible inducement to self-destruc- 
tion. What a responsibility rests upon those who know 
and love the Lord to share his Gospel with both chil- 
dren and parents who are dead ‘while they live! 


The Shame of One Talent 


One-talent people may have something to be 
ashamed of when the Lord returns. In the parable 
of the talents, which Christ gave his disciples in the 
Olivet Discourse answering their questions about his 
coming again to this earth, he showed how his return 
would test his servants. He told of a man-_travel- 
ing into a far country who delivered to his servants, 
not their goods, but his goods, They were not given 
absolute ownership, but only stewardship, which is 
true of all that we have today. One servant was given 
five talents, another two, and another one. Was there 
any shame attached to a man’s receiving only one tal- 
ent? The Scripture makes it plain that there was not. 
He was on the same basis as the two-talent man. And 
the two-talent servant, although he had received less 
than half as much as the five-talent one, was given 
identically the same commendation at*the lord’s re- 
turn as the man entrusted with larger things. Both 
were taken into the joy of their lord; both were made 
rulers over many things. For both had been faith- 
ful, and had increased that which was entrusted to 
them. The one-talent man did not trust his lord, and 
was faithless to the trust committed to him. He would 
not use his talent, but hid it, and-then returned it with- 
out increase to the returning lord. What we will not 
_use, we must lose; and therefore the one talent was 
taken from him and given unto him who now had ten 
talents. There was no shame in having only one talent 
at the beginning. The shame lay in having only one 
talent at the end. When Christ comes again, shall we 
have increased, by our faithfulness, that which he has 
entrusted to us? 


Did Isaiah’s Word Really Mean “Virgin” ? 


appear to be plainly stated facts in the English 
versions of the Bible are given by those who 
do-not accept the record as necessarily true. 

The-first.is the inability —or unwillingness — of hu- 
man reason to accept as true, in some instances, that 
which admittedly is stated. 

The-second is the claim that the words as we have 
them in our English versions may not, and in numer- 
ous cases do not, mean in the original languages what 
they are said to mean by the translations. 

The first ground is not under consideration in this 
editorial. The second ground, however, because of 
the infiltration of critical views into the thinking of 
the average reader, is often chargeable with doubts 
for which the doubter himself cannot account. Per- 
haps certain Biblical statements would not even trou- 
ble his reason quite so much if he had not heard 
that leading scholars hold the translation itself to be 
incorrect at these very points. _How is. he to know 
what are the facts as to the text, if he is influenced 
at all by the claims of scholarship? ~ 

The case is not so hopeless as it seems. No one 
of us needs to-be disturbed by. the mere assertion that 
a Bible statement under review is incorrect. The 
critic must produce his evidence. He must also give 
conclusive evidence of his ‘right to offer evidence, by 
reason of his proved exploration of all the known 
sources of information. And today, after centuries 
of the most intensely critical work, which the Bible 
has abundantly withstood, the burden of proof rests 
heavily upon the destructive critic. Many a student who 
now knows that he has been misled by a shallow and 
inadequate scholarship away from the Bible as trust- 
worthy history is rejoicing in the findings of a supe- 


A‘ LEAST two grounds for the denial of what 


rior-scholarship which does not draw inferences from 
a scanty group of “findings,” but which insists upon 
locating all the existing evidences found in arche- 
ology, in language forms, usages, and in verified mean- 
ings that bear upon the question at issue. 

Take, for example, the Old Testament prophecy of 
the virgin birth of our Lord, in Isaiah 7:14: “Be- 
hold, a virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and shall 
call his name Immanuel.” Somewhere, somehow, 
from a source you can hardly identify, you may have 
gathered the impression that certain scholars hold that 
the word translated “virgin” in this passage means 
“young married woman.” At first you put away the 
suggestion as not worthy of a second thought. Of 
course’ Jesus was born of a virgin! But suppose 
the word ought to have been translated differently ? 
‘What then? Why, you see at once what a difference 
that would make, how unsettling to so many things in 
the narrative. What you heard was only a rumor of 
an opinion, but it lingers like a shadow upon the mind, 
—that is, sometimes it does, with some earnest souls. 

It is to meet just such questions, such rumors, and 
shadows, and unsettling queries that one turns with 
gratitude to a guide who has been on a forty-year ex- 
ploring tour in tireless, -honest-hearted, and keen- 
minded search for the facts. And recently he has 
been telling about some of the evidences he has found 
about.the word “virgin,” — evidences to which he can 
lead any of us understandingly. 

Dr. Robert Dick Wilson, of Princeton Theological 
Seminary, is the outstanding scholar of our day in the 
field of all the languages that are related to Bible 
history. He recently published in The Princeton The- 
ological Review (April, 1926) a special study of the 
meaning of the Hebrew word ‘alma in Isaiah 7: 14,

which in the Authorized and Revised Versions is 
translated “virgin.” Professor Wilson explains that 
he has often been asked concerning the meaning of 
‘alma, which is regarded as a very important question 
in view of the fact that the word is rendered in the 
Greek version of the Old Testament .(the Septuagint ) 
and is cited in Matthew 1:23, as parthenos, which in 
the Greek means what we mean in English by “virgin.” 

The difficulty is that some Biblical critics have main- 
tained that ‘alma in Isaiah 7: 14 means “young married 
woman.” What then are the facts as ascertained by 
Professor Wilson in his special study of the language 
questions involved? 

He finds that the word ‘alma occurs from seven to 
nine times in the Old Testament. The reason he states 
the occurrences in this way is because in 1 Chron- 
icles 15:20, and in the heading of Psalm 46, where 
the plural is used, it is not certain that the singular 
is ‘alma. His nine instances occur in Genesis 24: 43; 
Exodus 2:8; Proverbs 30:19; Song of Solomon 1: 3; 
6:7; 1 Chronicles 15:20; Isaiah 7:14; Psalm 46 
(heading) ; 68; 26. 

Professor Wilson then. gives the «words that are 
used in the various ancient versions of the Scriptures 
to translate the Hebrew word ‘alma. He refers to 
such versions as the Septuagint, the Targum of 
Onkelos, the Targum of Pseudo-Jonathan, the Syriac 
Peshitto, Jerome’s version, the Coptic, the Armenian, 
the Ethiopic, the Arabic, the Samaritan, and others. 

Having set forth in detail the actual words used in 
these versions to translate the word ‘alma, he points 
out that this evidence shows that, for example, the 


Septuagint version of Isaiah 7:14 (made about 200 ° 


B. C.), Matthew 1:23 from the first century A. D., 
the Syriac Peshitto from the second century A. D., 
and Jerome’s Latin Vulgate from about A. D. 400, 
all render ‘alma by parthenos (virgin), or by its equiv- 
alents bethula and virgo. He also shows that the 
Septuagint translation of Genesis 24:43 renders 
‘alma by parthenos, and that Jerome renders this word 
by virgo. 

It is not possible in a brief article to note all the de- 
tails of Professor Wilson’s findings. He follows his 
usual method of ransacking the languages for all in- 
stances that could throw any light upon the problem. 
What he is after is to ascertain whether there is any 
evidence to show that the word ‘alma ever did mean 
“young married woman.” And here are some of his 
conclusions : 

None of the ancient languages or versions gives 
any evidence to show that ‘alma ever meant “a young 
married woman.” 

There seems no doubt that bethula is the specific 
and unambiguous word for “virgin.” 

An ‘alma must have been presumed to be a “virgin,” 
since it is never defined by bethula. 

Since the Septuagint (Greek translation of the Old 
Testament) was made in the case of Genesis 280 B. C., 
and in the case of Isaiah 200 B. C., it is to be pre- 
sumed that their rendering of ‘alma by parthenos (vir- 
gin) in Genesis 24: 43 and Isaiah 7:14 was in their 
minds a justifiable rendering. So far as we have any 
evidence, the citation of Isaiah 7:14 in Matthew 1: 
23 is thus justified by the Jewish interpretation up to 
the time when Matthew was written. 

Since the Peshitto Syriac version of the Old Tes- 
tament was probably made by Jews, their rerfdering 
of the word ‘alma by bethula in Isaiah 7:14 must 
have been considered proper even as late as the sec- 
ond century A. D. 

Jerome, who studied Hebrew under the Jewish rabbis 


of his time (about A. D. 400), still thought it pos- 


sible to render ‘alma by virgo in Genesis 24: 43 and 
Isaiah 7: 14. 

Since Aquila, Theodotian, and Symmachus were all 
probably renegades from Christianity and Jewish prese- 
lytes, their rendering of ‘alma in Isaiah 7: 14 by neanis 
(young woman) instead of parthenos is easily under- 
stood, 

The rendering ‘ulemia of the Targum for Isaiah 7: 
14 cannot possibly argue in favor of the meaning 
“young married woman” in view of the following 
facts: 

(t) ‘Alma in, the Old Testament never has this 
meaning elsewhere. 

(2) ‘Ulentta translates not merely ‘alma but also 
na‘ara, yalda, and bethula, none of which means “young 
married woman.” 

(3) ‘Ulemta is used of Rebecca when she came to 
the well and met Eliezer; of Miriam when she was set 
to watch the infant Moses; of the 400 virgins of 
Jabesh-gilead (Judg. 21:12); of Esther and the other 
virgins who were selected for the choice of Xerxes 
as wife. 

The feminine noun is not found in the Koran; but 
the masculine is used of the as yet unborn Isaac and 
John the Baptist, and of Jesus the son of the virgin 

ary, of Joseph in the pit, and of two young men 
who are expressly said to have been killed before they 
had reached the age of puberty. 

All the versions using the Greek parthenos — Coptic, 
Armenian, Ethiopic, Harklensian, Syriac, and Arabic 
—render the word in both Isaiah 7:14 and Matthew 
1:23 by the best word for “virgin” which they possess. 

Two final conclusions from the evidence seem clear ; 
first, that ‘alma, so*far as known, never meant “young 
married woman”; and second, since the presumption 
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in common law and usage was and is that every ‘alma 
is virgin and virtuous until she is proved not to be, 
we have the right to assume that Rebecca and the 
‘alma of Isaiah 7: 14 and all other ‘almas were virgin, 
until and unless it shall be proved that they were not. 
lf Isaiah 7:14 is a prediction of the conception of 
Christ, and if the events recorded in Matthew 1: 18- 
25 and Luke 1: 26-38 are true and the Holy Spirit 
of God really overshadowed the virgin Mary, all diffi- 
culties are cleared away. The language itself is not 
the difficulty. The great and only difficulty lies in 
disbelief in predictive prophecy, and in the almighty 
power of God; or in the desire to throw discredit upon 
the divine Sonship of Jesus, 

















Should Our Churches Close in Summer? 


Why do we Protestants close our churches in sum- 
mer? Is not substitute preaching better than none to 
keep the churches open? 

It came home to me when one of my loved ones 
started to church after twenty years, and just as he 
was going regularly the church closed for the sum- 
mer. He would go nowhere else, and may never start 
again. I ask your prayers for his soul, and for that of 
my father also. 

Recently passing an Episcopalian church —I am not of 
that denomination— we went in to say our prayers. 
The organ was playing softly, the church was warm and 
c@nfortable, and we felt that we had really had a bless- 
ing. 

Why are our churches closed and cold except for an 
hour or twoeon Sunday and the little prayer-meeting 
Wednesday night?—An Ohio reader who believes in 
prayer. 


This Ohio reader has asked some searching ques- 
tions. It is good to remember that there are many 
Protestant churches that do not close in summer, but 
that continue to minister the Word and the Gospel in 
season and out of season the year. round. The sug- 
gested practice of keeping the church building open 
for prayer and meditation every day of the week has 
practical difficulties that may be decisive. The main- 
taining of heat and janitor service in a church build- 
ing every day is a matter of heavy expense, and in 
the case of many congregations it may be impracticable 
for such expense to be provided, or it may seem the 
Lord’s will that such money be used.for him in other 
directions. Yet there are obvious blessings to be 
had in the open church when this is feasible. 

These questions are important. The Sunday School 
Times would like to hear from its readers, both pas- 
tors and laymen, as to any experiences that they have 
had or are now having that throw light on the ques- 
tions, 

How do you solve: the summer problem in your 
church, and has there been blessing through the en- 
gaging of substitute preachers?

Marshal Feng’s Need of Prayer 


In The Sunday School Times of January 8 was 
published Dr. Jonathan Goforth’s cablegram replying 
to the cabled inquiry of the Times concerning the 
newspaper report that Feng had abandoned Christian- 
ity. Dr. Goforth’s reply read, “Report untrue.” 

Later came a letter from this veteran missionary 
in China giving fuller information about the Christian 
General. It is evident that, while Feng has by ~no 
means abandoned Christianity, he is in a perilous posi- 
tion and is greatly in need of the prayers of God’s 
people. Dr. Goforth writes: 


About a month ago [about the first of November] I 
spent two hours with Marshal Feng. That he ® a 
born-again child of God I can have no doubt. The 
results in his army could only have come through a 
Holy Spirit guided man. I saw an army or part of it, 
surrounding him, of 70,000. In comparison with the 
army of 30,000 which I knew three years ago around 
Peking this is a mixed multitude. I saw many smoking 
cigarettes [formerly in this Christian army there was 
no smoking]. 


The Marshal assures us he is as loyal to his Lord 
as of old. My fear is that with the avowed purpose of 
sweeping away all his enemies, Chinese and foreign, 
he will not have time or place for his Lord. He thinks 
he has benefited by his stay in Russia, I take the op- 
posite view, believing that his Christian life has been 
harmed. 

General Chang Chih-chiang has earnestly urged him to 
re-establish Christianity in the army on the same high 
level as in the days when the Lord of Hosts signally 
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prospered them. There is hope in the fact> that the 
Marshal seems moved by the suggestion. With the 
many things now filling his mind, the danger is that 
he will not have time for the necessary Bible study 
and prayer. 

Never was prayer more needed than now for Marshal 
Feng and his Christian generals. Let no child of God 
be discouraged, for the Lord reigns. % 

My good wife is now in the hospital. It is now 
thought by the doctors that her trouble may be sprue. 
It is net an ordinary trouble when she has lost over 
sixty pounds during the last two years. We hope that 
now something may be done to stay the disease. I saw 
her for a short time this forenoon, and she was very 
bright, with lots of hope. She had a laugh when I 
urged that she make up her mind to live until she was 
eighty, and then I would lay down the work at eighty- 
five, and we would both go up to Heaven in the same 
chariot of fire! 


The Toronto Globe published a dispatch from Han- 
kow, dated January 21, stating that “grave fear is 
entertained for the safety of the foreigners in Kansu 
Province, where the Red flag is being flown to the 
Tibetan border. The Province is controlled by the 
army of the Christian General Feng Yu-hsiang, who, 
according to his Chaplain, the Rev. Jonathan Goforth, 
a Canadian, who has resigned, has become_ pro-Rus- 
sian.” 

In a letter from Dr. Goforth published in The 
Globe of January 29, the missionary writes: 


We fear that with the great thought and time he 
[Feng] is putting in the reorganization of his army of 
350,000 men, he can’t find much -time for Bible study 
and prayer. While in Russia they kept him from the 
true state of things. They pointed to the \-ndreds of 
churches in Moscow as proof that they were not anti- 
Christian, as their enemies affirm. I doubt whether he 
got any insight into their infidel efforts. He only saw 
through their eyes and heard through their ears the 
things which might make a favorable impression. His 
visit there has done him no good. The Soviet has given 
him a decidedly anti-British turn. In time he will 
find out how he has been deceived by the Bolsheviks. 
. « « Only fervent, believing prayer in the Holy Ghost 
can save the situation in the army. 


In next. week’s issue of The Sunday School Times 
will be published_a valuable study of the present sit- 
uation in China, and of Marshal Feng’s present _posi- 
tion and danger, written by Dr. A. Gordon Melvin, 
formerly of Peking, now of Wuchang, entitled “Has 
Feng Made an Entangling Alliance?” The article 
throws needed light on the tangled situation in China, 
and will enable Christian people to pray intelligently 
and— may God grant — prevailingly for God’s guid- 
ance and control in the life of this great Christian 
commander and his army.

The Minister and the Rotary Club 


I have been asked to become a member of the Rotary 
Club in my town, and I am perplexed as to what to do. 
Would you consider that the joining-of such a club, 
since there are unbelievers in it, is contrary to 2 Cor- 
inthians 6:14? —“Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers: for what fellowship hath righteous- 
ness with unrighteousness?” : 

I esteem your judgment very highly, and would be 
glad if you would write me—A Kansas Pastor. 


There would seem to be nothing in the Scripture 
to which this pastor refers that would forbid the 
Christian, either minister or layman, from becoming 
a member of such a club as the Rotary. The passage 
in 2 Corinthians 6: 14-18 is God’s call to all believers 
to live separated and cleansed from the world,— under- 
standing by “world” that society and system of prin- 
ciples which are under the domination of Satan rather 
than of Christ. “Separation is not from contact with 
evil in the world or the church, but from complicity 
with and conformity to it’ (John 17:15). Christians 
are in the world but not of it. There will necessarily 
and properly be continual contact between Christians 
and unbelievers in matters not affecting or compromis- 
ing Christian belief or right living.. f : 

The Rotary Club, which is well known internation- 
ally as an organization not related to religion, but 
standing for “Service above Self,” has undoubtedly 
done much to lift the ideals and practices of modern 
business life. The local Rotary Clubs are formed on 
the basis of including in their membership one rep- 
resentative from each distinct line of business or pro- 
fession. The Club “demands fair dealings, honest 
methods, and high standards in business.” The re- 
sponsibility of membership “demands honest and effi- 
cient service and thoughtfulness for one’s fellows.” 
It is not a secret order, and calls for no secret vows 
from its members. Re 

There might, of course, be local conditions 
that would lead a Christian pastor or lay- 
man to believe that membership im the Club, in his 
particular community, would be, unwise. But apart 
from such exceptional conditions, there would seem to

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Why I Believe the Bible Is the Word of God

I believe the Bible to be the Word of God. because 
the Lord Jesus Christ testified that it was. “Search 
the scriptures; for in them ye think. ye have eternal 
life: and they are they which testify of me.” The 
Jewish leaders to whom our Lord thus spoke never

doubted that the Old Testament was the Word of — 


God. When the Lord charges them with makirig void 
the Word of God by their traditions, they had no re- 
ply. In John 12: 44-50 our Lord shows that God the 
Father is responsible for his every word. 

Our Lord, when talking with the disciples on the 
way to Emmaus, confirmed in all the Scriptures that 
they were God’s testimony concerning the Christ. 
And again in the same chapter he makes no apology 
for anything he had taught them, nor did he take any- 
thing back, but assured them that all concerning his 
life, work, death, and resurrection had fulfilled the 
Old Testament Scriptures. 

Our Lord never fought shy of what through the 
unbelief of men have come to be controverted sub- 
jects. He settles in Matthew i9:4 the method of 
Creation to be as stated in the first chapters of Genesis. 
In Matthew 24: 37-42 he confirms the fact of the 
flood. To him the overthrow of Sodom and Gomorrah 
was a fact. Neither did he fear that he would lose 
his reputation if he confirmed the reality of Jonah; 
he based resurrection and judgment on that derided 
story (Matt. 12: 38-41). Every time I read through 
the four Gospels, Christ Jesus confirms to me on 
every page that the Old Testament Scriptures are the 
Word of God. 


The Reasonableness of Divine Inspiration 


I believe the Bible to be the Word of God because 
it is just what we would expect from God. Who 
among men has ever produced anything to approach 
the Bible? Since God created-man to dwell upon the 
earth, it is only reasonable that he would provide him 
with a guide book. What king building a great palace 
would not have his son to know about it? In like 
manner surely God the Father would make known: to 
his children his handiwork in creation. : 

Since the living, all-wise God is a great lawgiver, 
he would surely give just such holy and just laws as 
we find in his Bible. Speaking in the last times 
through his Son he magnifies his law and makes it 
honorable to the world around. No loophole can 
be found in the perfection of law as announced by 
our Lord,in Matthew 12: 28-34. This is only what 
we would expect to find in a book prepared by God 
the Father for his children. 

Could we believe in an all-powerful Jehovah God 
who would not intervene on behalf of his children 
who obeyed him? In the Scriptures the miraculous 
interventions of Jehovah are just what we would ex- 
pect. : 

Seeing that God the Father, from all eternity, had 
planned to reveal his love through his Son in the sal- 
vation of mankind, what is more reasonable than that 
he beforehand should announce that coming by type, 
symbol, and prophecy? The way the promised Mes- 
siah is portrayed in the Old Testament proves it to 
be the Word of God. The Jews never had a doubt 
about it, and only ‘rejected Messiah when he came 
because they had their eyes fixed on the glory of the 
second coming instead of the humiliation of the first. 

It is only reasonable that God should control the 
giving of his Book. The writers of the Old Testa- 
ment are ever saying, “Thus saith the Lord.” Moody 
says, “If the Bible is not true historically, then those 
who wrote it knew they lied.” Those who claim 
that a pious Jew in Josiah’s time wrote Deuteronomy, 


_but as if it were written by Moses, feel the force 


ot this charge of falsehood. The Lord Jesus in Mat- 
thew 5 spoke of the exactness of the Word, saying, 
“One jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the 
law, till all be fulfilled.” 

The late Principal Caven of Knox College, writing 
about ‘this, said, “If this does not mean verbal inspira- 
tion, then the onus of proof must rest with those who 
deny it.” The apostle Paul had no doubt as to how the 
Scriptures came, when he speaks as he does in 2 Tim- 
othy 3:16, 17. Neither is the apostle Peter doubtful 
when he speaks as he does in 2 Peter 1: 19-21. All 
this goes to prove that God did control the giving of 
his Book, and it is just what we would expect him 
to do. Consequently I believe the Bible to be the 
Word of God. 

I helieve the Bible to be the Word of God because 
it gives a plan of redemption that satisfies the con-

science of sinners of every race and of every clime. 
The Chinese sages have probably sounded the deeps of 
human need as profoundly as those of any other race, 
The greatest of them could only say, “If you sin 
against heaven you have no place for prayer.” The 
Book which God gave us says, “All have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God.” No other book 
under heaven can make approach to this, “For God 
so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in -him should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life.” Nor to this, “Being 
justified freely by his grace through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus: whom God hath set forth-to 
be a propitiation through faith in his blood, to de- 
clare his righteousness for the remission of. sins that 
are past, through the forbearance of God.” Nor to 
this, “For he hath made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made the righteousness 
of God in him.” I believe then that the Bible assuredly 
is the Word of God because I have seen many thou- 
sands of Chinese find a “place for prayer” through the 
redemption which is in Christ Jesus. In every land 
the following is the result of accepting the Bible’s won- 
derful redemption story. “Let us therefore come 
boldly unto the throne of grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help in time of need.” 

I believe the Bible to be the Word of God because 
it is the living Word and hever grows old. If we 
search it as for hidden treasure, no matter how many 
times we read it, it is always fresh and new. 

Lord Hatherly, who for thirty years was Lord 
Chancellor of Britain, at seventy-five years of age said 
that the Bible had come to be the only book he de- 
lighted in. From the time of their marriage until 
that year he and his wife had read the Bible through 
together forty-six times. 

When the Rev. B. W. Word died in 1911. he had 
the wondrous record that he had read the Bible 
through three hundred times. A man went to the 
Keswick convention and was quickened by the. Spirit 
of God. Three years later he had read the Bible 
through twelve times.. Was he a man of leisure? 
He began work in the steel plant at Motherwell, Scot- 
land, every morning at half past five. 

Fifteen years ago the Bible societies issued a new 
version of the Bible in Chinese. Since then I have 
gone over: the New Testament forty times in the 
Chinese language, comparing it with the English ver- 
sions. I shall soon be through reading the four Gos- 
pels fifty times in Chinese in this new version, and I 
have no sense of the Book Divine becoming old. 


Known By the Company It Keeps 


I believe the Bible to be the Word of God because 
those who live nearest to God prize it so highly, while 


‘those who live farthest from God hate it the most 


intensely, To the writer of the Psalms the Word was 
sweeter than honey, yea, than honey in the comb; 
while a certain king got busy with his penknife and 
did not stop till he had the book of Jeremiah com- 
mitted to the flames. Daniel, so busy with affairs of 
state, could find opportunity three times a day for the 
Word of God; whereas the present state leaders in 


Russia find time to caricature and destroy the Word- 


of God. Jesus Christ gloried in the Word of God, 
while the church dignitaries of his time gloried in 
tradition. George Miller came to the time when he 
read ten pages of the Bible for every one page he 


read in any other book. There are many in our. Chris-' 


tian lands, even professors, who read ten pages of 
other books for every verse they read in the Bible. 
They wonder why they are so weak and sickly as 
Christians. Does it never occur to them~that man 
does not live by bread alone? 

During the World War, a captain noticed a private 
in the trench reading a pocket New Testament. He 
hated God, so sneered at the private, saying, “What 
are you doing with that book? It will make you as 
cowardly as an old woman.” “Not at all, sir,” said 
the private. “Since I came to read and understand 
this Book I have no fear of death.” At that moment 
a shell dropped in the trench: and the private was 


blown to bits. The captain saw the Book was un- 
harmed, so took it to his tent and read it. Light 
came and love to God abounded. He got leave of 
absence for two weeks, and led his family to God. 
When he went back to the battlefield he took a large 
quantity of New Testaments to make men brave. 

_ I believe the Bible to be the Word of God because 
it is the only book that gives a satisfactory account 
of man’s destiny. China’s great sage was once asked, 
“What of the life beyond?” His reply was, “li we 
know not life, how can we know death?” He meant 
that there are many things in life which-are unknow- 
able, therefore, how can we know the life beyond? 
But this Book which we call the Bible is so plain about 
the teachings of the way and of the future life that 
“the wayfaring men, though fools, shall not err therein,” 

While on furlough in 1917 I noticed that our land- 
lord, who was over eighty years of age, was constantly 
reading a large print New Testament. Once I asked 
him how often he read it through. He replied, “Twice 
a month.” “It is war time now,” said he, “and I must 
read the newspapers to get the news, but I do not 
spend much time at them. I must soon take a long 
journey and I am trying to find out everything I can 
from my Guide Book before I commence it.” What 
doubt could a man like that have of his future des- 
tiny, when he read his Guide Book vwver twenty-four 
times a year? They who trust the Master are at rest 
when they hear him say, “I go to prepare a place for 
you... And whither I go ye know, and the way ye 
know. ... 1 am the way, thé truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, but by me.” 

I believe the Bible to be the Word of God because 
of its influence for good in the world. No other book 
has changed whole nations. When once an African 
sovereign exclaimed his wonder at what Britain had 
attained to, Queen Victoria pointed him to the Bible 
as the source of it all. Alexander II of Russia was 
once troubled about what seemed to him contradictions 
in the Bible. He set to work and read and reread the 
Bible until all difficulties vanished. Then he decreed 
that the Bible should be carried free on all Russian 
railroads. 


Scripture As a Conscience Quickener 

Mr. Yi, who became provincial judge of Honan, 
was a very real friend of mine. Some months after 
I had presented him with a Bible, he said to me, “I 
am amazed at the influence of that Bible you gave 
me. No matter how many of our Chinese books I 
read I was never troubled in conscience when I ‘sinned, 
But since reading the Bible, and especially the New 
Testament part of it, my conscience is much troubled 
when I sin. Tell me, what is the secret of. it?” 

During the autumn of 1923 Marshal Feng once said 
to me: “I have a wonderful man now giving lectures 
on the Chinese classics to my officers. He is a noted 
Hanlin scholar, and though he has risen so high in 
official circles as to be governor of one of our prov- 
inces, he never enriched himself as so many do. When 
he consented to come and give these lectures, it was 
on three conditions. He would have nothing to do 
with Jesus; he must be allowed to smoke; I would 
not lecture to him. I agreed to his conditions, there- 
fore my hands are tied, but I do wish you could have 
a talk with him about his salvation. However, on 
no account must you give him a hint that I put you 
up to it.” 

I said I would try to get an introduction. Going 
to the head chaplain, I asked him to introduce me to 
the Hanlin scholar, and also asked him to make an 
excuse and go out as soon as he had done so. When 
we were left alone he said, “I consented to come here 
and give this course of lectures on three conditions.” 
He named the conditions, but said, “When I came 
here and saw that not one man among thirty thousand 
soldiers smoked, how dared I, a disciple of the great 
Confucius, continue to smoke? I just could not dis- 
honor him by such a bad example, so gave it up.” 

Is it not strange that many disciples of the Lord 
Jesus Christ do not get that Chinese scholar’s view- 
point? 

I asked him why he would have nothing to do. with 
Jesus. He replied that their sage Confucius was 
good enough for the Chinese. Taking my seat be- 
side him I opened the Bible, and from it showed 
him that all things came from Jesus. For more than an 
hour we together looked at passage after passage until 
in amazement he owned that Jesus is God. He as- 
sured me he had never looked into a Bible nor had 
ever heard the Gospel preached. Where under Heaven 
could you find any other book that would begin to 
influence that great scholar as the Bible did? There- 
fore we must maintain that the Bib'e is the very Word 
of God.

He be- 
came well acquainted with the great inventor and, on 
the strength of this old acquaintance, recently visited 
him to talk with him on the concerns of the soul. 
Mr. Edison’s deafness made it difficult to get at grips 
with spiritual things, but he agreed to read a letter 
on the subject when Mr. Mauro should send it to him. 
Edison had asked for facts. His correspondent put 
forward the experimental nature of Christian proof. 

“God is light. This I know in the only way that 
light can be known, by experience, for the nature of 
light-is such that it admits of being known only in the 
way of experimental knowledge. I am saying this to 
the man who has had more to do with the develop- 
ment of artificial light than any other who ever lived 
in this dark world. How could the existence of light 
be demonstrated to one who had been shut up all his 
life in a dark cell? Only by opening a window and 
then the light would enter and prove itself. For my- 
self, I know that God is light and that he sheds light 
in the heart that is opened to him because I put the 
matter to the test of experience twenty-three years 
ago and have enjoyed the consciousness of spiritual 
light ever since. Moreover, my experience is that 
of millions of others. 

“Let me remind you that light will not force its 
way into a place that is tightly closed; but that if 
only a tiny chink be opened, in it comes proving itself. 
Likewise Christ, who is the true Light, does not force 
himself into the chamber of the soul against the hu- 
man will. But he ever waits at the door, ready to 
come in if wanted. The Book that you asked me not 
to quote says, ‘Come and see,’ ‘Taste and see.’ Is that 
not strictly scientific ? 

“You have truly been doing God’s work in helping 
to enlighten the darkness of nature. But there is a 
spiritual darkness, too. So follow the analogy and it 
will lead you straight to the truth and to the solution 
of the whole mystery of humane existence.” 


What Prohibition Has Done in New York City.— 
The weak point in the Antisaloon League has been 
in the fields of statistics and literature. Too often has 
the battle been fought with bare hands when it should 
have known the cutting edge of incontrovertible statis- 
tic and well-written studies. Mr. Robert E. Cor- 
radini, collaborator with Professor Irving Fisher, is 
hard .at work repairing this lack. His surveys of 
the results of prohibition in New York City make 
convincing mater:cl for campaigners. 

Some used to argue that the state needed the finan- 
cial support of drink revenue. In the last year of the 
saloon in New York State, this excise income amounted 
to $21,887,026. But the increased income to the ex- 
cise department from real estate in New York City 
alone was, in the four years 1919-23, $93,316,374. This 
was an increase of more than fifty million over the 
increase in real estate tax income in the corresponding 
years immediately preceding prohibition, viz., 1915-19. 
Certainly decency has its financial reward. 

In the year before prohibition, there were 5,200 
restaurants in New York City. During the first two 
years of prohibition, the number rose to 12,000. Forty- 
three percent of the stores replacing New York City 
saloons deal in food, nineteen percei.t in clothing, and 
seventeen percent in furniture. Especially in the 
poorer sections, Mr. Corradini’s investigators found 
a new interest in refurnishing homes. Made more 
attractive, these homes tend to keep the father and 
husband at home, and the home becomes the poor 
man’s club in the best sense. The enormous savings 
consequent upon prohibition have helped the housing sit- 
uation materially, enabling the savings banks to pro- 
vide, through rtgages, the money for the construc- 
tion of new buildings. : 

The floor space of the old saloons was so large 
that two or three stores «often occupy the same space 
now. So 1,421 saloons have been replaced by 2,406 
stores. The number of employees is in this way doubled 
and the value of stocks carried immensely increased. 
The increase in value of old saloon sites has averaged 
over twice the increase of value of the average parcel 
of land in New York City since prohibition. The total 
increase in the value of these properties to date has 
been $100,000,000. 

Chain stores are eager to get hold of these choice 
corner properties and the proprietor of 1,000 such 
chain stores is quoted as saying that landlords today 
in the city of New York are invariably getting more 
rent than came in from the rent and saloon business 
together in the old days.

out from the fact that, while in 1916 the brewers 
listed 30,638 retailers whom they supplied with beer, 
the excise department could report only 22,199 saloons 
paying license tax. This meant six thousand boot- 
leggers whose saloons the brewers stocked from day 
to day. This condition prevailed in Albany, Buffalo, 
Rochester, Syracuse, and the like, as well as in New 
York. And there were thousands of foreign families 
that made wine for themselves and their neighbors. 

At present the selling of distilling apparatus is prac- 
tically nil, and in all New York City only forty-three 
malt and hops stores could be found. The stock of 
eack one of these would not supply the families in the 
block in which it is situated. 


The defense of the Eighteenth Amendment should 
be the first pdiitical concern of all patriotic Americans. 
If that seems extravagant read Professor Irving 
Fisher’s “Prohibition at Its Worst” (may be had 
from The Sunday School Times Co., Philadelphia, 
$1.75), and compare its graphs with such statistics as 
the following from England. 

The English drink bill, in 1925, was £315,000,000, 
which was ten million pounds (or fifty million dol- 
lars) more than the entire interest on its national 
debt. On public education, Great Britain spent eighty- 
six million pounds, on unemployment doles, fifty mil- 
lion, on poor law relief, forty-six million, on national 
health insurance, thirty-four million, on old. age pen- 
sions, twenty-seven millien, on widows and orphans 
and old age contributory pensions, twenty-six mullion,

on housing of working classes, seventeen million, on 
workmen’s compensation, twelve. million, on public 
health acts, ten million. 

The national expenditure for drink outdistances all 
these expenditures by seven million pounds! 

Why is Great Britain finding it so difficult to pay 
her debts? This statistical story from the Metropoli- 
tan Borough of Bermondsay tells the story. January 
I, 1925, two-thirds of all the adults in the borough 
(15,905) were receiving poor relief under the poor 
law. The total expenditure was £604,002. But in the 
same time the 236 saloonkeepers in the borough took 
in no less than £1,335,000 or some fifty dollars for 
every man, woman, and child! Compare this £1,335,000 
drink bill with what was paid in rents, £742,000; retail 
cost of bread £230,000; of milk £782,000! The tax- 
able value of the borough is £1,017,369. The drink 
bill was £17,631 more than this entire rateable value! 


Chapel Changes in American Colleges.—After 
two hundred and twenty-five years of corporate wor- 


ship at Yale chapel, services have now been put on the 


“voluntary basis” which prevails at Harvard and 
Dartmouth. Appleton Chapel, Harvard, musters now 
some seventy-five worshipers in a student body of 
five thousand; it remains to be seen what will happen 
at Battell Chapel, Yale. Plans are being laid at Har- 
vard to provide a cenotaph for religion in the shape 
of a $750,000 chapel,—an investment of $10,000 a 
head for each of the faithful seventy-five. 

, Considering the rationalist and unspiritual preach- 
ing that is offered in the great universities this change 
can hardly be any great injury to the religious life 


of students. If in place of attendance at chapel stu 
dents were required to memorize, during their four 
years course, the most important passages of Scrip- 
ture, the historic hymns of Christendom, and to pass 
examination on certain great Christian classics such 
as Butler’s Analogy they would probably get more 
instruction than they ever received at chapel services, 
at least in our day. The Yale charter requires the 
university “to uphold and propagate the Christian re- 
ligion” and “a strong undergraduate department of 
religion” is planned with the passing of college chapel. 
But in a college where the late Professor Kent, a thor- 
ough-paced skeptic, taught the Bible, and the Divinity 
School of which is given over to rationalist criticism, the 
Christian religion is likely to be “upheld” in a way 
that will give little satisfaction to evangelical Chris- 
tians and little help to the spiritual life of young men. 

The chapel service was an institutional recognition 
of man’s obligation to God and his Word. Its aban- 
donment, for it now becomes a mere parody of a 
university function, is in line with the essential athe- 
ism of the time that, while giving lip service to the 
wraith of a God, never takes him into serious con- 
sideration in the affairs of life. 


Unitarianized Hymnals.—Dr. John Haynes Holmes, 

Unitarian preacher, is quoted as saying that the Chris- 
tian God is dying. For God no longer commands the 
honest respect of men and women! Science has de- 
molished belief in him as a creator, ruler of the uni- 
verse, and friend of man.

The only God there is is humanity. 
- Those churches that have been led to buy the Cen- 
tury Company’s “Hymns for the Living Age,” with 
its great number of Unitarian hymns, will find four 
hymns by Dr. Holmes in their hymnbook.

The editor is M. Aubert, a distinguished Swiss law- 
yer, whom the Bolshevists attempted to assassinate 
last April. For the. Bolshevists are as active in pro- 
moting murder in the twentieth century as the Jesuits 
in the seventeenth. ,The latter stirred up Ravaillac to 
kill Henri IV, Balthaser Gerard to shoot William the 
Silent, and concocted plot after plot against the life 
of Queen Elizabeth. So the Bolshevists assassinated 
Rasakin, the finance minister of Czechoslovakia, at- 
tempted the assassination of the king of Yugoslavia 
and his minister of the interior at Belgrade, wrecked 
the cathedral of Sofia in an attempt to blow up the 
Bulgarian ministers of state; organized the massacre 
in the Rue Damrémont, Paris, murdered the minister 
of communications in Esthonia, have been back of 
the plots to kill Mussolini, and sent an agent, Leopold 
Grinberg, to “get” M:> Aubert and the Swiss Federal 
Councilor, Motta. 

The A. B. C. du Communisme makes no bones of 
explaining the system. “Many people think,” it as- 
serts, “that the cruel character of the civil war [in 
Russia] is a consequence of the backward civilization 
of Russia, its Asiatic character. They talk of ‘Asiatic 
socialism’:as if a revolution in Western Europe would 
be of another character...This is stupid verbiage. 
The civil war in France will be far more cruel than 
that of Russia because the intellectuals, the technicians, 
engineers, and officers are far more closely bound to 
capitalism. The approaching revolt of the French-pro- 
letariat will. make the days of the Paris commune pale 
into insignificance.” 

Well, the oom revolution has slaughtered a mil- 
lion and a half persons and its tortures have*not fallen 
much. behind those of the Inquisition. 

It’s all very fine for Americans with incomes to 
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travel to Russia and to bring back sentimental reports 
of the Soviet Utopia, but what would happen to these 
coupon-clipping bourgeois with the red eglantine in 
their buttonholes, if the Soviets should extend their 
long arms to the United States? Trotsky, erstwhile 
Mr. Bronstein of the New York East Side, tells us. 
His ideal is a state for the nonpossessing class alone. 
“In such a state there would be no question of liberty 
for all men, The dictatorship of the proletariat is ir- 


_ reconcilable with the liberty of the bourgeoisie. The 


monopoly of firearms would be a proletarian monop- 
oly. We should suppress the class press opposed to 
us. The courts would be transformed into courts for 
class: justice. All meeting places and schools would 
be taken away from the bourgeoisie...” 

In other words, Mr. Eddy, Mr. Rosenwald, and the 
others of their observation-and-study-party would be 
dispossessed of their last copeck. 


The Martyrs.—An advertisement in the Christian 
Century informs us that Darwin “made hell a joke 
and heaven a dream.” The Russian Bolshevist is cer- 
tainly making a bad dream of the socialist heaven, but 
his hell is no joke. In Professor Glubokovski’s phrase, 
it has turned Russia into a vast Neronic Colosseum. 
Professor Hjalmer Holmquist, a very competent 
Swedish historian, has described its doings in a mono- 
graph entitled “The Russian Church under Bolshevist 
Control.” More than four thousand priests and bishops 
have been martyred. When the metropolitan, Vladimir 
of Kieff, was murdered, together with twenty other 
bishops and a hundred priests, the executioners cut 


. off arms and legs before shooting. Many were buried 


alive. Archbishop Andronicus of Perm had his hands 
cut off and his eyes gouged out, was then carried 
around the streets and finally drowned in the river. 
Bishop Ambrosius was tied to the tail of a wild horse 
and dragged to his death. Bishop Isidore of Samara 
was impaled. Bishop Plato was drenched in winter 
time and left to freeze into a statue of ice. When 
the masses of Petrograd gathered to defend the much- 
loved Bishop Benjamin, the streets were swept by 
machine guns. : ; , 2 

The head of the Russian secret police, Djertzinsky, 
has to his credit the butchery of 815,000 peasants, 192,- 
355 workmen, and 300,000 intellectuals. This by con- 
servative estimate. In honor of the exploits of this 
mass-murderer his friends deposited on his coffin a 
wreath of revolvers. 


Watchful Eyes.—Osservatore Romano, the official 
organ of the Vatican, has published a long account 
of “the gigantic advance that American Protestantism 
is making in Central America and the South Ameri- 
can states, especially in Brazil. It has already in- 
fested all the chief places of the different states of 
Brazil from the sea to the interior. Today it has 
reached a point where dioceses still immune to this 
Protestant invasion are indeed raré, A Redemptorist 
priest describes how, in the states of Sao Paulo, Rio 
Grande del Sud, Minas, Goyaz, and Espiritu Santo, 
he was shocked to see in almost all towns of any im- 
portance, in the midst of Catholic population, Prot- 
estant churches, prayer-houses, schools, and colleges. 
He assures us that there is hardly a diocese in the 
zones visited in which there are not at least some of 
these seminaries ofescandal and schism. An infiltra- 
tion so extensive, carried on with such persistency 
and supported with such overwhelming resources of 
money and men cannot fail in the long run to pro- 
duce evil results.” The article then goes on to pub- 
lish a number of pages of surprisingly accurate in- 
formation regarding yg AE rigors denominations 
working in Brazil, the ities where they are at 
work, the type of work carried on, the location of 
institutions, and so on. 


An Uprising in Bolivia.—These activities of Chris- 
tian missions are beginning to call out counteractiv- 
ities. In La Paz, Bolivia, last year, the bishop launched 
a campaign for the large sum of three million boliv- 
ianos (a million dollars) for+he uplift of the Indians, 
and secured from the government a law forbidding 
all except Roman Catholic agencies frem engaging 
in such activities. His plan was to utilize priests ex- 
pelled from Mexico to carry on this work of Indian 
education. But the liberal elements in La Paz, headed 
by the student organizations, rose in opposition, cov- 
ered the city with’ anticlerical posters, held two large 
mass meetings in front of the bishop’s palace which 
roundly denounced “the bishop of La Paz and his 
heart,” and filled the newspapers of the city with ap- 
poses testimony to the extent and character of 

rotestant missions to the Indians. These demonstra- 
tions led to the repeal of the obnoxious law and were 
followed by an announcement to the effect that the 
government had set apart means for the establishment 
of a great school for Indians near La Paz, thus taki 
the whole matter out of clerical hands, The pa 
nuncio has said that the pressing Indian problem, if 
not solved within the church, would be solved without 
the church by the constant and insidious labor of the 
enemy, 7. ¢., Christian missionaries. It does appear as 
if the solution would be outside the church after all. 


Corpus Christi Day.—In Hungary, attempts are 
being made to have the Roman Catholic feast-day of 
Corpus Christi made a national holiday. The power- 
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ful Protestant element in the land is objecting in view 
of the aggressive Tridentine and historically anti- 
Protestant character of the day. Corpus Christi pro- 
cessions are being organized all over Hungary and 
much friction is resulting. Thus at Goentz in Upper 
Hungary, a town celebrated as the place where the 
Bible was first translated into Hungarian by the re- 
former-pastor Gaspard Karolyi and published in its 
entirety in 1590, a Protestant boy was struck for 
not having uncovered when the Corpus Christi pro- 
cession defiled past. 


Americasians in the Philippines.—One unhappy 
result of the American occupation of the Philippines 
is the large number of children of American father- 
hood born of Filipino mothers. Thousands of soldiers, 
sailors, government clerks, and employees of business 
tirms have left offspring and these are in the small 
barrios, the most wretched of the population. It is 
noticed that these children of*half-American parent-, 
age require stronger food than the handful of rice 
and dried fish which satisfies the Filipino child and 
are consequently half the time hungry. The Ameri- 
can mestizo girl is often strikingly beautiful, which 
only adds to the danger of her situation, General 
Wood has appealed for funds for the salvaging of 
these little children of American parentage who prop- 
erly trained might become a blessing to the islands.

Padre Bevilacqua, one of the promoters of the 
(Catholic) Congress of the Gospel. held last year at 
Bologna, has made an address in Venice on “The 
Perennial Timeliness of the Gospel.” He describes 
the Gospels as a perfect book, a perfect law of life, 
which, in words admirable for their simplicity, ex- 
press every human concept. In them is a perfect bal- 
ance between thought and word and above all between 
word and action. While great geniuses approach God 
by painful and difficult paths the humble reach him 
through the simplicity of the words of Jesus in the 
Gospel. ‘He who sees me sees the Father.’ Dante, 
that consummate genius who could find for every 
human action the right word, when he reaches Para- 
dise hesitates, stammers, as it were. But in the New 
Testament this sense of uncertainty before the sub- 
lime does not exist. The note of the Gospels is per- 
fection. There is no human occurrence which in the 
sublime book does not find the fitting word or phrase.” 


Favorable turnings in the world of Islam are re- 
ported by Dr. Zwemer. He visited the = library 
of Tabriz, in Persia, and offered the Mohammedan 
librarian Christian books against Mohammedanism, 

rovided they would be admitted to the shelves. The 
ibrarian_smiled saying, “The sooner they come the 
better. I will send you a letter of thanks.” When 
the ised letter reached Dr. Zweimer he found in 
it “thanks for sending enough dynamite to blow up all 
my faith, and that of everybody else, in the religion of 
Mohammed.” 

In Baghdad where, some years ago, one would havé 
been arrested for giving out a tract, the largest mov- 
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ing picture house was crowded with Mohammedan 
men, young and old, morning and evening, while Dr. 
Zwemer spoke from the two texts, “Jesus Christ died 
for our sins according to the Scriptures” and “Who 
then do ye say that I the Son of man am?” The 
Persian newspapers write freely against Mohammedan- 
ism, the veil, polygamy, the priesthood, and in fact 
the whole system, 

In Khartoum, for five nights Dr. Zwemer preached 
to the sons and grandsons ‘of the men who fought 
Kitchener. One night he spoke by request to one 
hundred and twenty of their leaders on civilization, 
explaining its three necessary bases, belief in God, 
belief in the unity of the human race, and belief in 
the perfect man, Jesus Christ, who gave us true prim- 
ciples of righteousness and died to make us free. At 
the close every one of these Mohammedans ~— mer- 
chants, lawyers, and high officials —took a copy of 
the Gospel of Matthew and had Dr. Zwemer write his 
name in it. 

In Urumiah, where, five years ago, Moslems were 
sacking and massacring, ninety-five Moslems came to 
a Christian convention. The commander of a Persian 
military band, to show his good will, sent his band 
of sixty pieces to play. Dr. Zwemer, in thanking them, 
received permission to send the New Testament to 
each of the bandsmen. 

The same story comes from Cape Town. Permis- 
sion was granted by the government to use the Town 
Hall for a meeting for Mohammedans. Invitations 
to a tea were sent out. This was followed by speak- 
ing. The Mohammedans present came from every 
part of Cape Colony. At the close of the meeting, the 
Bible Society agent sold Gospels in Dutch, English, 
Urdu, Persian, and Arabic. 


From Mohammed to Christ.—The Tabriz (Persia) 
mollah, Mir Jawad, who has been converted to Christ, 
is a descendant of the prophet Mohammed. He is now 
preaching on the streets and in the bazaars, and has 
been imprisoned and beaten. He bears this contumely 
with a truly Christian spirit. The Mohammedan eccle- 
siastics of the city are divided as to whether he should 
be killed or not. Mir Jawad himself declarés that he 
expects sooner or later to pay with his life for his 
confession of Christ. The “method of Mohammed” 
means something different in Moslem lands from what 
it means in a Chicago class room! 

_ The last report of the Presbyterian Board of Mis- 
sions tells of another seyyid, or descendent of Mo- 
hammed, learned in the law and in Eastern tongues, 
who, as a result of Bible study during two years, has 
at last made confession of Christian faith in Teheran. 
At Meshed, another remarkable conversion is regis- 
tered. A young man of wealthy and distinguished 
family in India had come to faith in Christ, but had 
been prevented from baptism by the opposition of his 
family. His father, in order to divert him from his 
intentions, sent him on a pilgrimage to the Moslem 
shrines of Persia, but the gross superstition and wick- 
edness of these places only repelled him the more. In 
Teheran, an Armenian Christian convinced him that 
he ought to cease to live as a secret disciple and give 
himself in all faith to the leading of God. This he 
has done, and promises to be one of the most valuable 
factors in the work at Meshed. Another fine fellow, 
a Persian at Resht, has come out into the light of 
Christ. His employer runs an automobile service and 
interdicted his witnessing to Christ and giving out of 
Gospels but retracted when his employee declared that 
he could not work under such conditions. The new 
convert was too trustworthy a man to lose. 


An encouraging report of the advance among 
Persian Moslems is given by the Rev. William N. 
Wysham. “On Sunday evenings, when I speak to our 
Persian church, a fine body of men, women, and chil- 
dren filling to capacity a good-sized room, and realize 
that all of them came cut of Moslem, Jewish, and 
Zoroastrian families to Jesus Christ, I can only be 
thankful for this progress in five years. These peo- 
ple have very little literature except the Bible, but 
they have that, and they know it and it is good, old- 
fashioned Christianity that they are propagating as 
hard as they know how. 

“The telephone girls in Teheran are men, and quite 
a Christian: movement has broken out among them. 
In this group is another direct descendant Sf Mo- 
hammed, wearing the green turban which this indicates. 
Another is the son of a Moslem priest. When the 
latter was examined for baptism, he astonished the 
session by his grasp of Chritianity. These two men 
are not satisfied merely to learn, but are having regu- 
lar meetings to discuss Christianity with fifteen or 
twenty of the other telephone operators. Strange to 
say, these meetings are being held in the court of 
the largest mosque of the city, and Moslem theological 
students are also attending. Among the fruits of the 
boys’ work in the Presbyterian mission 7n Teheran 
is a lad of spirit and initiative, whose father and‘ 
grandfather were the most famous bandits ever known 
in Persia, both publicly executed in Teheran within 
the last ten years. He has photographs of himself, 
when hardly more than a baby, staggering under the 
load of a great pistol. But now he is in school pre- 
paring for Christian work.”

“And God spake all these words. I have talked 
with you from heaven” (Exod. 20:1, 22). 


EAD from the Book itself, not from selections. 
Use from time to time different volumes that 
you happen to have, in order not to become tied to 
“my own Bible.” “I know just where to find it on 
the page.” Pastor Stockmayer made a practice of 


~ using a different volume on each occasion. 


Read without “helps” until the Holy Spirit has had 
Opportunity to teach you all that he can from direct 
acquaintance with the Book itself. Compare Scripture 
with Scripture: it is its own commentary upon itself. 

Read in prayer, bringing back to the Writer your 
“Yes, Lord,” as you read. There. is no method more 
fruitful than to read it upon your knees, 

Read consecutively, book by book. 

Read a book at a sitting, if possible. Such reading 
increases vision from the viewpoint of God. Forget 
the divisions of chapter and verse, on the ground that 
“seventy-five percent of them are in the wrong place.” 

Read each book over and over for increasing your 
familiarity with it while it is fresh in mind. I know 
of a minister who reads aloud each book that he is 
about to take up with his people no less than fitty 
times in preliminary preparation. Continue this repe- 
tition until its outline stands out in your mind without 
effort and until the special truth or doctrine of that 
book is’ clear to you. Let this be distinguished from 
“memorizing.” 

Note carefully what the book contributes to the 
revelation of the Lord Jesus Christ. , 

Note continually what added ‘revelation the book 
gives of the First Person of the Godhead, his attributes 
and purposes. 
~ Seek your own-key-verse out of the book. One can 
generally be easily found. oly

Why Memorize the Bible?

EMORIZE as much of .the Bible as possible 

while you can, even if it is hard to do. Not-do- 
ing it means losing the ability to do it—dying. The 
great majority of adults complain that they cannot 
memorize as in youth, They are “dying at the top,” 
like the tree in which the sap is beginning to fail, 
Such a tree is dead at the topmost branches because 
the life-giving fluid is being drawn away from that 
point downward. Memorize now while the brain is 
clear, or tolerably clear. 

Memorize it, — for the Bible at your “tongue’s end” 
is your equipment for soul winning. The Lord said: 
“Ge ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to 
evéry creature.” You need to be prepared for this 
work, for in commending salvation to a soul, you want 
to “sell him,” as the drummer calls it. If you haven't 
thought enough of your sales arguments “to get them 
down pat,” the transaction might fail to be clinched. 
It is a great help to be able to refer your “prospect” 
to chapter and verse, and give him the exact lan- 
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guage, without the embarrassment of fumbling around 
or what you may want, a

Memorize it,—for “Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my words shall not pass.away” (Matt. a4: 
35). Make as much yours as you can of that which 
is the only abiding element in a changing, passing 
world. : : 

Memorize it whether or not you are a believer in 
the Son of God. It.is the Word of Everlasting Life 
— welcome its contact, meaning everlasting life to you. 


You may say, “I cannot do it.” The reply is: Only 
begin! If you can master only one verse a week or 
a month (and its location), hammer at it until you 
make it as familiar to you as the alphabet now is. 
Memorize the exact language: It cannot be improved 
upon, and must not be quoted lightly or in jest (Rev. 
22:18, 19).

OH of the major difficulties in Sunday-school 
work is to secure preparation of the les- 
son. In the Junior Department of the Westfield, 
N. J., Presbyterian Bible School this difficulty had 
confronted the workers for some time, and various 
expedients had failed to remove it. Lesson courses 
had been changed, new quarterlies introduced, bot 
still the problem remained unsolved, and if, unfor- 
tunately, brought up for discussion was usually dis- 
missed with the remark that nothing could be done 
unless the home compelied preparation, a statement 
which is obviously not a satisfactory settlement of 
the difficulty. : es 

At the beginning“of the year 1926, when .ar? entirely 
new course of lessons was begun in the study of 
the Gospel of John, a determined effort was made to 
induce preparation. The superintendent suggested that 
this be coupled with a campaign to get the pupils to 
form the habit of daily Bible reading. It was felt 
that the latter, being of more fundamental importance, 
would carry lesson. study with it. This effort im- 
plied an entirely new conception of the problem, Pre- 
viously, the emphasis had been on studying the lesson 
out of a quarterly, which was sometimes unattractive 
in typography, often mislaid, and,: toward the end of 
the Quarter, worn, torn, and soiled. Now the em- 
phasis was to be on reading the Bible, the Word 
of God. -To this end, the use of quarterlies was com- 
pletely abolished. 

The pupils are now given each week a mimeographed 
sheet prepared by the department superintendent, and 
containing just. five things: (1) The title of the 
lesson for the following Sunday, and the Scripture 
reference,'* (2) Explanations of those words or 
phrases in the text which might be obscure to boys 
and girls of 9 to 11 years of age. “These include the 
modern equivalents of measures of time, money, and 
distance; brief. statements of identification of persons ; 
references to maps; and similar material. These ex- 
planations are made as brief and clear as possible, 
and practically never exceed ten typewritten ~ lines. 
Their sole purpose is to promote an intelligent read- 
ing of the text. (3) A-list of about six jons 
on the content of the lesson. These are designed to 
test the thoroughness of the reading, and make no 
effort to bring-out the ae of the lesson.» Any 
pupil. who can answer all the questions comes to class 
with a knowledge of the facts of the lesson on which 
the teacher can build, - It ‘is left tothe teacher. to 
emphasize the significance of the lessqn story. :(4)

The guiding principle in the preparation of these 
weekly instruction sheets is to make no statements for 
the pupil which he himself can discover by reference 
to the Bible. Compare this for a moment with the 
content of the usual quarterly. The Scripture text 
is reprinted in full, detailed explanations of this text 
are included, the story of the lesson is retold, and 
several applications of the lesson are pointed out. In 
short, most quarterlies direct attention away from 
the Bible, and attempt, probably unwittingly, to do 
the teacher’s work for her, ‘ 

Each pupil is further asked to keep a notebook m 
which the answers to the questions are to be recorded. 
These are read and by the superintendent at 
the end of the Quarter, and at other times, when, 
without previous notice, he calls for them to be left 
at the end of the session. 


This particular department has a system Of awards* 


for attendance, punctuality, and the like, which is 
kept flexible by the words “for any worth-while things 
Juniors may do.” 
worth while, as is also the keeping of an acceptable 
notebook, Therefore award credits are given, a fact 
that was a decided help in introducing the new plan. 
The superintendent furthermore always reads from 
the desk or posts on the bulletin board the names 
of those who have reported daily Bible reading for 
the preceding week. The more spiritual rewards, how- 
ever, are constantly emphasi and little evidence 


‘has been found of pupils striving merely for the award. 


As to statistics, each week from two-thirds to three- 
fourths of this department of 120 pupils reports a 
perfect record of daily Bible reading.. Many others 
miss only one or two days; only a half dozen or so 
report no Bible reading at all. A ble notebooks 
have been received from approximately the same pro- 

rtion. This would seem to indicate that the plan 
1s popular with the Juniors, but a further evidence is 
that at the end of three months’ trial the question of 
the continuance of the plan was submitted to the de- 
partment, which voted decisively that it was superior 
to the old plan and that it should be continued. More- 
over, many parents have told the superintendent, on 
their own initiative, of the increased interest on the 
part of their children. 


The- teachers likewise enthusiastically endorse the 


plan. - They unanimously stated, on a written question- 
naire, that the plan was'a decidéd improvement over 


Obviously, daily Bible reading is . 





the quarterly method, that the time spent in home 
study had been increased, that the. number of »chil- 
dren regularly reading their Bibles had been increased, 
and, perhaps best of all, that the attitude of the chil- 
dren 1s now to consider the work of the Sunday-school 
as ‘Something to be takén seriotisly. With but one 
dissenting vote the staff further declared that the pupils 
come to class with a better knowledge of the le3son, 
_ that the class teaching has been made an easier 
task. 

There is one by-product of the plan which deserves 
mention. As soon as possible after school is dis- 
missed, a lesson instruction sheet for the following 
week is mailed to each absent pupil, which reaches him 
on Monday morning, in ample time for him to begin 
his. weekly Bible reading. This also, by the mere fact 
of its arrival in the mail, quietly calls the attention 
of the parents to the absence of their son or daugh- 
ter from Sunday-school the day before. The superin- 
intendent attributes to this follow-up work the fact 
that it is quite uncommon for a pupil toe be absent 
successively for more than two- Sundays, and that the 
services of the church visitor in calling at the homes 
of persistent .absentees have been asked for but four 
or five times in six months.

HERE was sorrow in the Filipino shack up in 

the mountains of Bohol. The little daughter 

coughed and struggled for breath. Ugly ulcers 
were spreading over her neck. She would not eat; 
she could not sleep. All the leaf compounds that the 
old women concocted had failed.

Many a time 
they had to wait long for their turn, but Apolonario 
did not mind, for a woman read stories of the Lord 
Jesus from a wonderful Visayan Book. One day she 
gave him a Gospel in Visayan. 

At last the tor said, “There’s no hope for the 
little girl’s recovery, I fear. Take her back to-the 
good air of the mountains. The medicines will keep 
her comfortable.” 

Apolonario was very quiet. He did not sorrow as 
one with no hope. He had heard there was no pur- 
gatory, and that the Lord Jesus had gone to pre- 
part a place for ‘believers. Before he left he bought 
a whole New Testament in Visayan. 

For six years we heard nothing about him. “Many 
came-and went, and we forgot about him and Inday. 

Then in 1916 the colporteur stopped by the ‘roadside, 
near Dimiaw, the town at the sea coast, from which 
the road leads up the mountain to Limokan, the vil- 
lage of Apolonario and Inday. He tried to interest 
a man in a copy of the New Testament. ‘Oh, no!”

He 
invited some of them to return with him to see for 
themselves.

a back seat, his own face all aglow with joy. Dr. 
Graham invited him to tell of his last journeyings, 
and he arose to.tell the story of that New Testament 
that had been taken to Limokan six years before. 
He said he felt like one of the spies bringing samples_ 
of the fruits of the land of Canaan. The prayer-mect- 
ing was turned into a praise meeting. 

These eleven Christians stayed until Sunday. When 
we questioned them about their faith, we were amazed 
at ‘how much they knew. They had read the Word 
and trusted in the Spirit’s explaining it. Old Apolon- 
ario said that when he first tried to tell the people the 
Good News, he used to take a drink of tuba or bino 
to make him speak forcibly. “But nobody was changed 
then,” he said sadly. Afterward he read that he

then they all listened,” he said, “and many believed.”

‘“‘No More Terbacker” 


A Christian businéss man’s testimony to deliverance

iy AN earlier testimony that was published in The 
Sunday School Times, I told of my complete de- 
liverance from alcoholism through faith in Jesus 
Christ. -That freedom he gave me is just as complete 
today, after: thirty-one years, as when I accepted him 
as my only Saviour and Lord. 

But there was an accompanying deliverence at that 
same moment. It was not realized at the time, but it 
has held equally firm; for just as I had been a slave 
to alcohol, in the same measure was I bound to the 
use of tobacco in various forms: cigarettes, cigars, 
and chewing tobacco, ‘ 

When I came to Jesus as a sinner, everything in 
my life was wrong. But the outstanding evil was 
that of intemperance, for it had dragged me down to 
the lowest depths, and naturally this was uppermost 
in my own. thoughts, as well as'of dear Brother Pulis, 
who was helping me in prayer. I came to Jesus, not 
with some special sin of which I would be rid, but as 
a wholly unclean and leprous sinner, and so confessed 
myself to be. And, praise God, he made me whole! 

Tobacco, in some form, had been continually in my 
mouth; but. somehow, through God’s abounding grace, 
there did not seem to be room in my mouth after that 
for both tobacco and his praisés. Let me say right 
here to the praise of my all-sufficient and satisfying 
Saviour that never from that moment to this have 
I craved tobacco in any form. What jis the secret 
of it all? Simply that my Saviour saves, and I let 
him; and he is utterly dependable. : 

There is a secret right here, and I wish that I could 
tell it as I see it. .I believe that When we come to 
Jesus as helpless sinners, he saves us completely from 


our sins, evén to the pttermost; even at that first~ 


‘moment doing for us exceeding abundantly above all 
that we ask or think. I believe that he lets us know 
what he has done for us} just as he let me know that 
the desire for alcoholic drinks and tobacco had been 
taken away; and yet I remain a free agent and may 
frustrate his wondrous grace. But, as I have said, 
I quickly realized that he had freed me from these 
things, and I continue looking to him as my Saviour, 
and stand fast in the freedom wherewith he has made 
me free. Tobacco, with me, is a thing of the past. 

- I recall, however, a young man coming to me to 
learn the way of life. He was intensely in earnest, 
and before he left my room had been gloriously saved. 
He arose from his knees with a wonderful. new’ light 
on his face; then: a strange thing happened: he took 
a cigarette from his. pocket, and turning to me said; 
“Have you ‘a match?”r ; $021 

As I felt at that moment, I would rather have done 
anything ‘than smoke or. see him smoke. -Yet the 
thought persisted, “Let the Lord handle this.” So 
I found a match for my friend, and! he lighted his 
cigarette. No sooner had he taken:the first puff, how- 
ever, than he exclaimed, “Bah! That doesn’t taste 
“right,” and tossed the cigarette away. . 

Now I believe that Jesus had set him free from 
that habit, as I expected-that he would, and that. by 
simple trust he would always be saved from it. _ Later 
on, however, I learned that this young man had gone 
back to smoking, but-that he was being. blessedly kept 
in the things for which he was looking to Jesus. But 
1 doubt not he was suffering great loss.in ‘his spiritual 
life through lack of sensitiveness to God’s will in the 
matter of tobacco. 

It was not until after this incident that I realized 
how perfectly Christ saves as we tome to him for sal- 
vat'on; or I might have pointed out this deliverance

to my friend at the time; but a fuller maturity in 
Christ has emphasized to me the fact that Christ is 
able and willing to savé completely. 

While attempting to demonstrate this point, I have 
been temporarily losing sight of the questien of the 
attitude a Christian should take toward tobacco. The 
experience of my friend and of myself would seem 
to indicate that the use of tobacco is not pleasing to 
our Lord, and that he stands ready to prove himself 
to be a sufficient Saviour in this as in all things. 

You may say to me, “I do not find anything in God’s 
Word which tells me that I should not use tebacco, 
nor do I see any harm in it, and_it keeps me cem- 


pany. 

Well, I agree that you will not find tobacce specific- 
ally. mentioned, but I do feel that, if we would have 
the mind of the Lord for us in this matter, we shall 
be led to a touchstone which will reveal the light, as: 
“Beloved, now are we children of God, and it is not 
yet made manifest what we shall be. We know that, 
if he shall be manifested, we shall be like him; for we 
shall see him even as he is. And every one that hath 
this hope set on him purifieth himself, even as he is 
pure” (1 John 3:2, 3). Yes, pure, “even as he is 
pure”; for there is no other test. 

Can you imagine Jesus, as he rested by that wellside 
in Samaria, lighting a cigarette and inhaling the smoke 
as he told the woman of Sychar of all the things that 
ever she did! 

Can you think of Jesus calling for a cuspidor, that 
he might spit tobacco juice as he told Nicodemus of 
the mystery of the new birth! 

Can you™picture Jesus at that last Passover meal, 
— 6n'a big cigar as John leaned lovingly upon 

is breast! 

Would the picture of that Bethany home wear the 
same: beauty and purity if you conceived of Jesus 
smoking a pipe as ‘he conversed with the sisters of 
Lazarus? Or would you. like to think of Mary and 
Martha smoking cigarettes while showing hospitality 
to Jesus? 

“Unthinkable,” you say; or perhaps, “Sacrilegious !” 
And yét, pure, “even as he is pure,” must be our goal. 

I would not dare to be conscience for any man, nor 
even to think of setting up a code of ethics for others. 
Yet we know that there is a “sure retreat” where we 
may take all these*matters. Let us take them humbly 
and believingly to the Lord. If this is faithfully done, 
I firmly believe that each one of us will soon be giv- 
ing the same testimony that I heard given by an illiter- 
ate but wonderfully ‘saved man: “The Lord said to 
me, ‘Jim, you don’t want no more terbacker!’” : 

Yes, that’s it. Praise his name! You will not want 
these things; you will simply want more of himself, 
more of his: purity,

THE PRINCIPLE OF COMPARISON.—Train pupils 
to make comparisons and thus detect significant 
likenesses and differences, 








UR method this -week stands in contrast to the 

one adopted last week. We shall not try to fol- 
low the subject, which is ambiguous from the view- 
point of the Scripture text, but rather study the lat- 
ter on the basis of the principle suggested, which will 
enable us: to gather out its message. 

Christians are called into liberty, but liberty stands 
ever opposed to selfish fleshly indulgence, and expresses 
itself in service to others. This service to others is 
set in sharp contrast with the attitude of a ravenous 
beast that ‘comes to bite and devour andther. Love 
is the motive that on the positive side prompts to 
Christian service, and on the negative side restrains 
irom the acts of a beast of. prey. 

The flesh and the Spirit are contrary the one to 
the other, not in a static contrast, but in the dynamic. 
relation of active opposition or warfare. The dead: 
works of the flesh stand in black opposition to the liv-. 
ing fruit of the Holy Spirit of God. Cataloguéd in. 
the unfruitful works of darkriess ‘are’ uncleannesses 
within and without, accompanied by extreme and deadly 
opposition to God, ‘to man;‘and to truth.- Among the 
choice fruitings of the Spirit are an inner life of self- 
control, peace, and joy, and-an outer life of kindliness, 
goodness, and faith. While the: works .of the flesh 
- chafe constantly against the law of God and man, the 

life in the Spirit fruits in a love that more than ful- 
“fills the requirements of the law and herice is not con- 

scious of the restraints of law. ‘" 

To belong to Christ implies that these works of* 
the flesh: are no more, because the flesh has been cru- 
cified and is dead; but the fruit of the Spirit will 
abound, because, living in the Spirit, we shall walk 
in the Way of life. :

Where Neighbors Grow.—The whole law is ful- 
filled in one word... Thow shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself (v. 14). One of the happy advantages of 
the countryside and the small town is that in such 
places you have “neighbors.” It is in such places you 
meet one of Florie Boyle’s pans of cinnamon buns on 
its way to some “Ridgways” or other. Florie got 
married and moved to a “flat” in the city, and the 
passing of cinnamon buus to a neighbor became ex- 
tinct. Florie didn’t-know the folks upstairs or down- 
stairs or next door very well, She did not dare to 
know them too well! .Action and reaction are equal. 
If you love your neighbor your neighbor will love you. 
Every neighbor has her specialty. Our neighbor on the 
west makes her own mince meat and knows that I am 
a night worker and can eat half\a good mince pie 
along toward midnight—yes, and still live! Our 
neighbor on the east has several big farms— and talk 
about sweet corn just epulled, new potatoes when they 
are small, and ches — well, in they come. So why 
not cultivate neighborliness, being one yourself ? Those 
who planned this lesson apparently thought that if all 
church folks would just start out loving the neigh- 
bors the action would be as evangelical as the pro- 
tracted meeting and the mourner’s bench—and who 
is to say they are not, right? Life is too short for 
anything but love toward a fellow pilgrim.

“Nobody cares” is the perennial 
wail, Drop a coin into the beggar’s cup and you get 
the professional “Thank you.” But stop and give him 
a word or two of kindness in a sympathetic tone and 
see how that dull face will lighten up and what a 
different tone there will be to the “Thank you, sir.” 
Try it next time just for fun, and report next: Sunday. 
As for that “Joy” tree, you will find more clubs under 
it than in all the rest of the orchard, The old world 
is hot-foot after joy. That is what all this feverish 
pursuit of wealth is about. It is this joy-hunt which 
keeps up the great white ways and the other lures for 
men and women. Joy is supposed to be grown right 
there. In fact, we call certain automobile parties 
“joy rides.” The daily papers furnish the returns! 
The delicious fruit is that. which ripens on the tree, 
and folks have never really tasted joy who have not 
known God (1 Cor. 2:14). The only joyous land is 
the Christian land. The only joyous families are the 
Christian families. The only joyous man is the Chris- 
tian man. You have only to look away and look 
around and see for yourself. As for “Peace,” why, 
this is the one thought of a war worn and war broken 
world. There is no lasting peace anywhere outside 
the kingdom of God—in the hearts of men.

O MOST of.us who are older it is 

hard to think of a young girl who is 
not pure and chaste in all matters, just 
because it seems the law of nature for 
girls to be so. We_once thought of girls 
as always so unless their natural purity 
had been ruined by outside circumstances. 
Whether we were justified in such think- 
ing, and as to whether it is still as true 
as ever, we need not even mention to our 
girls. But there is not a friend of girls 
anywhere who does not know that all of 
them today need all the strength possible 
to establish such self-control as Paul de- 
scribes as becoming the Christian life. Try 
through your lesson this week to apply to 
the concerns of a girl’s life the Christian 
principle of self-control for the sake of 
others, 

In what things, then, is a girl today 
most interested and hence most tempted 
to. think only of self-gratification? Every 
girl thinks much of dress, —she loves to 
dress well, “to look like other girls.” 
And right here the Christian girl must 
think of others as well as herself, in the 
very details of her clothes, The style, 
matérial, cost, and so on that she wants 
may not be harmful ‘to herself, but what 
about the other girl whom she so surely 
influences? Will this same style, or cost, 
or extravagance prove a snare to her? 
The sheltered girl, well-surrounded and 

ell as fortified in character 
to withstand the tetiiptations dress may 
bring, must think of that other: girl, who 
has no such sheltering love around her, 
no such inward. strength to resist the 
downward pull of many of the styles of 
the moment.

This principle also applies to the wild, 
reckless: habits of speech so- prevalent 
among even “nice” girls just now, not to 
mention the near-profanity many affect. 
Your strong girl may be able to smile 
at her own vulgarity and think no more 
about it, but can all those other girls 
whose habits she is affecting by her ex- 
ample? She may forget the coarse joke 
she told as soon as it is off her lips. 
But does she think how long it may re- 
main in the thoughts of the girl who 
heard it, urging her downward? 

There are sO many amusements of 
which girls say, “Oh, that doesn’t hurt 
me. I only do it for fun. I never think 
of it afterward.” You may not be able 
to prove to that confident young mind that 
she is being hurt, daily, by such amuse- 
ments, but maybe you can win her from 
them by asking her to remember those 
other girls and boys who are hurt by them 
and by her participation in them. “If 
So-and-So does this, why, it must be all 
right for me” is the favorite reply of 
many who have passed the danger line in 
amusements. You probably need to speak 
‘much more frankly to your girls than 
you think- about’ smoking and drinking, 
that their example as Christian girls may 
ide Of righteousness in 
stemming. this oncoming tide of vital dan- 
ger to ottr communities, _ 

But do not fail to make this supreme 
appeal: Will you not govern your life- 
examplé for the sake of others for the 
sake of that Other One who gave his 
whole life for. you and them?

One of them closes his soda fount and 
the pancshag —— of the risen keep- 
ing 0 ‘only the prescription depart- 
da, PThe other, using his “liberty” sells 
soft drinks, cigars, and other merchan- 
dise; there’s no difference in the running 
of his store on Sunday compared to other 
days of the week. That man uses his 
liberty to dishonor God and to debauch 
the moral rectitude of his community. 
Every dollar he makes by that sort of 
abuse of his liberty will be a snare and 
a curse to him, if God is true to his 
Word —and we know that he is. 

A very beautiful lady, in one of our 
beautiful cities, begged me with tears in 
her eyes to pray for her husband, 
asked her what was the trouble. She 
replied that he was making. money too 
fast. Everything he touched seemed to 
turn to money. That seemed an unusual 
kind of “trouble”. to-call for prayer, 
wouldn't you think? But she went on to 
say that it so absorbed him he could not 
stay away from his office and his mail 
on Sunday, but left the breakfast table 
for town just the same on Sunday as on 
other days; he had quit going to church, 
was neglecting his Bible, had apparently 
forgotten God. That was a pitiful sit- 


uation. The man had “liberty” —he was. 


his own boss. God had given him a lovely 
family, a luxurious home on the avenue, 
and the ability to make money in large 
amounts, That was a tremendous liberty, 
and he was not using but abusing it. 
Unless that man turns about changes 


his course, there’s a terrific reckoning. 


awaiting him. What should we pray for 
in that case, fellows—that the Lord 
would take his “liberty” away from him, 
or give him a right conception of his 
liberty and the wisdom to e the proper 
use of it? I know what I would want the 
Lord to do for me, I am sure, for the 
thought of being trusted has wonderful 
holding power. 

What would you like the Lord to do 
for you, fellows? You have wonderful 
liberty, too. You are absolutely free to 
do for yourself and with yourself that 
which you choose. No man can so se- 
curely bind you, nor imprison you, but 
that you can at least think as you like, 
and after all “out of it [the heart] are 
the issues of life.” But think of what a 
great big trust the. Lord has placed in 
you. He has made you, equi you with 
all your splendid powers, and turned you 
over, to yourself with full liberty to ad- 
minister that big stewardship of life in 
the way you yourself shall determine. 
He has not left: you without the rules of 
safety and progress, nor without his al- 
ways available power, but he is counting 
on you. to make good. What would you 
think ef your boss if he should send. you 


to the bank with a thousand dollars, and 


employ two private detectives to accom- 
“you? You would say, “Excuse me,

Yes would say ing like that, 
even gh lost the job. God does: not 
treat us that way; he trusts.us. He does 
not give us six days in the week and keep 
the seventh for himself no, he places the 
whole seven in our hands and says, “Keep 
them all; six for your labor and recrea- 
tions, and one you will keep for me—I 
trust: you.” The-same with every other 
liberty you have, and there’s one for every 
moment of the day and night. 

When you get this conception of your 
privileges, fellows, you will exercise them 
in the way that will not only give you a

Japan Developing an Anti-Alcohol 
Movement.—At the Seventh National |. 
Congress of Social Workers, meeting at 
Tokyo last May, several hours of a 
crowded program were given to consid- 
eration of the alcohol problem, Four 
resolutions were passed as a result of the 
discussions, asking the Government for 
the passage of the following advanced 
temperance measures: To make the pres- 
ent Juvenile Prohibition Law include 
practically all students and those in the 
military service, and raising the age of 
those affected by the law from twenty 
years of age to twenty-five years; putting 
scientific temperance teaching in the text- 
books of the primary schools; prohibit- 
ing the use of alcoholic drinks in all 
school buildings; appointment of a com- 
mission to study the social relations of 
the alcohol problem in Japan. 


One Patient in 267 Received Alcohol. 
—The London Temperance Hospital is 
a regular, well equipped medical institu- 
tion, with an operating theater, an an- 
esthetizing room, a surgeon’s room, a ster- 
ilizing room, an X-ray room, a night cas- 
ualty waiting room, and an isolation de- 
partment. It treats "annually about fifteen 
hundred ward patients and from ,sixty 
thousand to eighty thousand out-patients. 
The members of the medical staff are at 
liberty to prescribe alcohol whenever they 
think it is needed, but, from the time the 
hospital was founded in 1873, only 180 
of the 48,150 in-patients treated have 
been given alcohol. Its cases are as seri-

By. John Gibson Inkster, B.A., D.D. (The 
Christian Alliance Publishing Co., New 
York, 75. cents.) The.seven letters in 
the Apocalypse have long been recog- 
nized. as of vital importance.’ Many valu- 
able expositions of them have been writ- 
ten, and each throws its own light upon 
the subject. In this brief, but. suggestive 
study the author has endeavored to bring 
home to. each reader the practical. mes- 
sage of the letters, —a message, in-every 
case, of instruction, warning, and com- 
fort. The book has much to commend it. 


Christ in the Four Gospels.—By John 
H. Cable, B.A. (Christian Alliance Pub- 
lishing Co., New York, $2.) Although 
there are several outstanding classical 
works on this theme, it is to be feared 
that they are not widely read. The need 
for a_brief, yet complete treatment of 
the subject is apparent, and Mr. Cable 
has undoubtedly performed a real service 
in preparing this book, It is not to be 
expected that all his conclusions will be 
accepted. ~The lack of available data 
forces the investigator in this field to 
do no more than suggest many conclusions 
as tentative. The book, however, is well 
worth reading, and it ought to prove 
helpful to anyone who desires a simple, 


,| yet comprehensive life of Christ. 


Searchlights from the Word. By G. 
Campbell. Morgan; D.D. (Fleming H. 
Revell Co., New York, $3.75.) “On 
every page of the ‘Holy Letters’ — the 
‘God-breathed Writings’: —,” says Dr. 
Morgan in a Foreword, “there are many 
thoughts, which stretch out like long, 


clear arms of light across the- darkness, 


discovering things which otherwise were 
hidden, and often illuminating wider areas 
than those of the immediate context. They 
are searchlights.” This book is thus an 
attempt by the author to select one of 
these searchlights from each chapter of 
the Bible, and to briefly expound ‘it in its 
widest scope. Dr. Morgan’s work is too 
widely known to require any extended 
notice,.for few men today are so highly 
gifted as a a ge of Scripture. The book 
is most unusual, and a reading of it will 
be of great assistance in acquiring a com- 
prehensive view of the entire Bible. The 
minister shut away from the great cen- 
ters of Bible teaching and the man who 
is unable to- purchase many books will find 
it a library in itself. 


The Student’s Commentary on the 
Holy Scriptures. By (author’s “name” 
in Hebrew) A Servant of Jesus the 
Messiah. (Chas. J. Thynne and Jarvis, 
Ltd., London, $2.50.) In the field of one- 
author commentaries, this volume is 
unique. It is true throughout to the foun- 
dation truths of Christianity. The gen- 
eral plan is, like its testimony ito the 
truth, unique, Everything is concise and 
interesting. To some books of the Bible, 
Psalms, for example, brief introductions 
are given. Throughout,’ striking outlines 
are vig sie The comments are given 
chapter by chapter, except where the com- 
pletion c.f the thought demands part chap- 
ter division, and in these comments, words 
and phrases are indicated in quotation, 
with the author’s notes immediately fol- 
lowing.. Occasional new translations of 
Hebrew and Greek words and phrases 
add to the general helpfulness, and wher- 
ever it suits the context, paragraphs of 
introductory and summary information 
are given in such a way as to keep the 
Bible as an interrelated whole before the 
reader. . The notes are replete with ar- 
resting epigrammatic comments like the 
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Lesson for February 27 
Galatians 5 : 13-25 


following: “To admit John only a door 
sufficed; To give exit to the Messiah 
- +. the entire heaven was opened.” - 

The author’s theory of a Jewish and a 
Gentile church, and his consequent inter- 
pretation of Matthew, Acts, Hebrews, and 
the Revelation will be rejected by not a 
few readers who hold the Biblical truth 
that in Christ there is neither circum- 
cision nor uncircumcision, but a new cre- 
ation. The climax of this viewpoint is 
illustrated by the notes on Revelation, 
also on Ephesians. The brief preface of 
greeting tells us that the “commentary 
tries to make clear the teaching of the 
apostle Paul respecting the Church.” Its 
failure to give a clear picture of the 
Church is the only feature that mars the 
commentary. With this in mind, however, 
the student will acquire a vast amount 
of helpful information from this volume. 
It ought to be widely used. 


Studies in the Text of the New Testa- 
ment. By A. T. Robertson, M.A., D.D., 
L.D., Litt.D. (George H. Doran Co., 
New York, $2.50, net.) An illuminating 
supplement to Dr. Robertson’s “Introduc- 
tion to a Critical Study of the New Tes- 
tament” are these “Studies in the Text 
of the New Testament.” The first por- 
tion treats the question of Textus Recep- 
tus versus the critical text. What we 
may know about the original (auto- 
graphs) of the New Testament, the “ro- 
mance -and tragedy” accompanying our 
present text, and why the preacher should 
be a textuak critic, hold the reader’s at- 
tention throughout. 

Dr. Robertson is the same stanch sup- 
porter of the critical text as formerly. 
One is glad to note, however, that the 
author, dealing with losses and gains in 
the critical text and correct readings in 
the Western text, points out not ia few 
weaknesses of the New Testament text he 
champions. 

’ Most of the remainder of the volume 
is taken up with early English versions, 
the Revision after forty years, recent 
translations, and wrong chapter and verse 
division. Each chapter is a mine of in- 
formation, freshly presented. In the chap- 
ter on recent translations Dr. Robertson 
could have rendered valuable help had 
he pointed out the peculiarities of the 
third and fourth editions of the Wey- 
mouth translation, particularly the fourth, 
where text and footnote changes have 
been made in a way that seriously mars 
the work. 

-The three closing chapters are a critical 
study of Matthew 1:16,-our Lord’s birth. 
John 1:13 is also treated as declaring 
our Lord’s virgin birth as is also Luke’s 
preface. It i8 difficult to resist the criti- 
cism that Dr. Robertson, on*® thé evidence 
he presents, could have made his ‘case for 
the virgin birth of our Lord much more 
convincing. More ground is given than 
the evidence warrants. 

The chapters of the book have ‘pre- 
viously appeared in various. periodicals, 
and one is glad that the author has put 
them into book form. The volume is 
most helpful. No student of the Greek 
New Testament will deny himself the 
privilege of studiously weighing its con- 
tent.

the Holy Spirit, or on Angels, or The 
Church, or Service, or Thanksgiving, or 
any one of the forty-nine vital doctrines 
of the Scripture here treated, and without 
turning to a single reference read on and 
on, gaining perhaps for the first time 
a clear, connected idea of what God's 
Word has to say on these subjects. Or 
a class or an individual can take a chapter 
at a time, and bit by bit, as the prospector 
seeks for gold, search through each refer- 
ence given,—for every statement made 
is abundantly verified with Scripture. 
Such reading, either alone or with others, 
will prove the most rewarding kind of 
Bible study.

In the chapter on God the Holy Spirit: 
His Anointing is a precious bit of typol- 
ogy: In the fittings for the tabernacle, 
oil for the light is specified (Exod. 25: 
6). The oil suggests the Spirit, the wick 
the believer as a channel, and the light 
the outshining of Christ. The wick must 
rest in the oil; so the believer: must walk 
in the Spirit (Gal. 5:16). The wick 
must be free from obstruction; so the 
believer must not resist the Spirit (1 
Thess. 5:19). The wick must be snuf- 
fed; so the believer must be cleansed by 
the confession of sin (1 John 1:9). 

Under the heading, The Covenants, an 
unconditional covenant, as found in Gen- 
esis 15: 1-18, is illuminated. Abraham 
sought to have that promise ratified by 
an outward seal in action. So Jehovah 
directed in the preparation of the bodies 
of the animals to be used in this ratifica- 
tion, and, though it was no doubt the 
custom that both parties thus entering into 
covenant should walk together between 
the pieces of the carcasses, God caused 
Abraham. to become utterly inactive by 
a deep sleep while He passed through 
alone, 

Of Angels we learn: The Bible re- 
flects God’s knowledge of the universe 
rather than man’s; therefore in the Scrip- 
tures the angels, concerning whom man of 
himself could know nothing, are intro- 
duced with perfect freedom, being men- 
tioned one hundred and eight times in the 
Old Testament and one hundred and six- 
ty-five times in the New Testament... . 
They were present at creation (Job 38: 
7), at the giving of the law (Gal. 3: 
19; Acts 7:53; Heb. 2:2), at the birth 
of Christ (Luke 2: 13), at the temptation 
(Matt. 4:11), in the garden (Luke 22: 
43), at the resurrection (Matt. 28:2), at 
the ascension (Acts 1:10), and they will 
yet appear at the second coming of Christ. 

Under The Lord’s Day and the New 
Creation is this clear word: At the end 
of a week of toil, a day of rest was 
granted to the people who were related 
to God by law-works; while to the peo- 
ple wnder grace, whose works are finished 
in Christ, a day of worship is appointed, 
which being the first day of the week, 
precedes all days of work. ...A day of 
rest belongs to a people who are related 
to God by works which were to be ac- 
complished; a day of ceaseless worship 
and service belongs to a people who are 
related to God by the finished work of 
Christ. . . . The seventh day was ob- 
served with the ee et by it one might 
be acceptable to The first day is 
obser with the assurance that one is 
already accepted of God.

Responsibility for Others. 

The eye makes it easy for the foot to 
find its way, but the eye cannot walk — 
the foot must do that..

The spirit of lawlessness that prevails, 
even among professing believers, is ap- 
palling.
